Cross men and of seven American rail¬ 
way engineers was received in con¬ 
sular advices reaching here to-day. 
These did not give the date of the 
capture, nor did they make it clear 
whether the Americans had been cap¬ 
tured by supporters of a local up¬ 
rising against Admiral Kolchak or by 
Bolsheviki advancing from Omsk. 

Escaped. 

The advices made no mention of 
any women Red Cross workers. How¬ 
ever. American Consul Ray Hansen 
and twenty other Red Cross workers 
and members of the railway staff are 
declared to have escaped and to have 
reached Irkutsk. The railway men. 
who included Colonel Blunt, were 
members of the Stevens Commission, 
sent from the United States to assist 
in rehabilitating the Trans-Siberian 
Railway. 

Prior to to-day’« advices, no word 
had been received of Americans near 
Klinckinskaya, which is a station 
on the Trans-Siberian line near 
Taishet, for nearly a month. 

The Amerlcal consular officials and 
Red Cross officials here are 'taking 
steps to ascertain exactly what forces 
made the captures and to open nego¬ 
tiations for the Americans’ release.

— The world's 
debt is estimated to-day at $200,000,- 
000,000, compared with 120,000,000.000 
in 1914, while the gold reserve behind 
it Increased only forty per cent, ac¬ 
cording to statistics compiled by the 
National City Bank. The face value 
of paper currency of thirty princi¬ 
pal countries, which totalled $7,250,- 
•00.000 in 19T4, had increased to $40,- 
000,000,000 at the time of the armis¬ 
tice and to $60,000,000,000 in Decem¬ 
ber, 1919, exclusive of $34,000,000,000 
issued by the Russian Soviet Govern¬ 
ment. 

Germany, Austria-Hungary, Turkey 
and Bulgaria showed an advance in 
note circulation from $1,200,000,000 in 
1914 to $12,300,000,000 at the close of 
the war. and $18,770,000,000 in De¬ 
cember, 1919, the ratio of gold to 
notes declining Trom 49.7 per cent. 
In 1914 to 6.5 per cent, in November, 

1918, and 1,7 per cent. In December, 

1919. 

In the eight principal countries of 
the Allies, paper, notes increased from 
$1,166,000,000 in 1914 to $2,420,000,000 
In 1919, while the gold reserve In¬ 
creased from $616,000,000 to $1,460,- 
00,000, a ratio of 44.3 in 1914 and 69.9 
in 1919.

REPARATIONS MEETS 


Tokio, Jan. 26.—The Foreign Of¬ 
fice. in a statement Issued to-day, 
say s: 

"Japan acquired the German rights 
and interests in Shantung by virtue 
of the terms of peace, but in pur¬ 
suance of its own repeated declar¬ 
ations and agreements, the Japanese 
Government has instructed its min¬ 
ister at Peking to make overtures to 
the Chinese Government as follows: 

(1) The Japanese Government de¬ 
sires to open negotiations regarding 
the retrocession of Kiau Chau Bay 
and other measures with the view of 
effecting a sincere and speedy set¬ 
tlement, and hopes that the Chinese 
Government will make the neces¬ 
sary preparations. 

"(2) With regard to the troops 
along the Shantung Railway, Japan 
intends to withdraw them as soon 
as possible, even before reaching an 
agreement with China, unless the 
absence of other railway guards af¬ 
fects the security of communications 
and the interests both of Japan and 
China, her partner, in which case the 
Japanese will garrison the railway 
until the Chinese Government has 
organized a railway police force. 
Since, however, Japan desires to 
withdraw even before a Japanese- 
Chinese agreement has been reached. 
Japan hopes for the earliest possible 
declaration of policy by the Chinese 
Government.” 


Calgary, Jan. 27.—The misunder¬

URGING A SPIRIT 
OF TOLERATION 


English Labor Delegates Sug¬ 
gest Factions Display 
Greater Forbearance 


London, Jain. 27.—The correspond¬ 
ent of The Daily Mail who is accom¬ 
panying the English Labor delega¬ 
tion making an investigation in Ire¬ 
land reports that William Adamson, 


member of Parliament for West 
Fife and chairman of the Parliamen¬ 
tary Labor Party, in an address to 
Irish business men in Dublin, con¬ 
trasted the cordial reception of the 
visitors ns Individuals with the bit¬ 
ter hostility of the political views 
they had encountered.

Roumanian Dispatch Says 
They Have Gone to 
Trebizond 


Geneva, Jan. 26.—Via London, Jan. 
27.—The Roumanian Press Bureau at 
Berne says that all the Allied con¬ 
suls at Odessa have, left for Trebi¬ 
zond, Asia Minor, except the United 
States and Argentine representatives, 
who* are remaining to protect the 
foreign population. 

The dispatch adds that 20,000 mem¬ 
bers of the "Red" army, who are well 
equipped, having aeroplanes, ma¬ 
chine guns and tanks, the latter 
having been captured from the 
British, are now stationed within 
artillery range of Odessa, the capitu¬ 
lation of which is expected dally. 

According to the advices, the 
Allied representatives before leaving 
Odessa, sank In the harbor large 
quantities, of foodstuffs and other 
materials. 

It Is asserted that panic reigns in 
Odessa. 

At Chinese Frontier. 

London, Jan. 27.—An official state¬ 
ment issued by the Soviet Govern¬ 
ment at Moscow and received here 
last evening said that the Bolshevik 
peasants’ corps had reached the 
Chinese frontier in the vicinity of 
Kobdo, on the western border of 
Mongolia.

killed in a skirmish January 10 be¬ 
tween an American railroad guard 
detachment and an armored train of 
Gen. Bemenoff, commander-ln-chlef 
of the All-Russian army near Verk- 
hne-Udinsk, in the . Province of 
Trans-Baikal. 

Sergt. Robbins and Pte. Montgom¬ 
ery - were among thirty-eight mem¬ 
bers of the 27th Infantry composing 
the railroad guards. 

Without Provocation. 

According to advices received here 
the armored train without provoca¬ 
tion attacked the Americans, who 
were sleeping In box cars. Five 
Russians were killed in the subse¬ 
quent firing, and six Russian officers, 
including Gen. Bogomoiltz, and forty- 
eight Russian enlisted men were 
captured. * 

The Americans are still holding the 
armored train and prisoners. Their 
disposition is undecided. 

The Russians drew alongside the 
box cars containing the sleeping 
American troops, the dispatches 
said, nnd without provocation, open¬ 
ed with machine gun fire. The ser¬ 
geant commanding the American de¬ 
tachment ordered his men to defend 
•cthemselves, and they rushed the 
armored train in the face of the ma¬ 
chine gun fire. 

Routed Russians. 

Clambering over the armored sides, 
the Americans routed the Russians 
and captured the train and its oc¬ 
cupants. 

Signed statements of captured 
Russians said they fired upon the 
Americans without warning.' 

Colonel Morrow has telegraphed 
General “Semenoff that he did not 
hold him personally responsible for 
the action of his subordinates in con¬ 
nection with the skirmish, and that 
he believed a peaceful settlement of 
the affair was possible. ^ 


Engineer Mine Re-Examined. 

Mr. White and two assistants, en¬ 
gineers representing a syndicate of 
capitalists, have Just completed a 
thorough examination and sampling 
of the Engineer Mine, Ot Atlln. A 
considerable amount of surface work 
has been done on this property, and 
twenty-five veins, ranging in size 
from a few inches up to four feet, 
have been uncovered. Nearly all the 
veins show visible gold, and from two 
of them phenomlnally rich ore has 
been taken. An appreciable amount 
of underground development has been 
done, consisting of a shaft, 275 feet 
deep, from which four levels have 
been run. No. 1 level is fifty feet 
below the collar of the shaft, and has 
been driven from the surface at an 
elevation of 460 above the level of 
the lake. This is the working level 
to which all ore and waste is raised I 
frpm the lower workings and sent 
through the level for 115 feet to the 
surface. This level has been driven 
for 335 feet on the other side of the 
shaft. In the past th? metallurgical 
treatment of the ore has been of the 
crudest description, the object ap¬ 
parently being to take out the heavy 
gold. The tailings were saved and 
together with second-grade ore sent 
to the ftmelter. Engineers represent¬ 
ing the Mining Corporation of Can¬ 
ada examined this property rather 
more than a year ago, and were lost 
while returning from the property in 
the Princess Sophia, so the results 
of their examination have never been 
revealed. 

Less Gold in Oregon. 

A preliminary estimate of the pro¬ 
duction of metals in Oregon in 1919, 
compiled by the United States geo¬ 
logical survey, shows a decrease in 
gold and lead produced but an in¬ 
crease In silver and copper. Accord¬ 
ing to the report the output of gold 
In 1918 was 91,270,465 and the esti¬ 
mated output in 1919 Is 91,072,661, a 
decrease of about 9197.804. Output 
of silver in 1918 was 107,323 fine 
ounces, valued at 3107,328; in 1919 it 
was 211,523 fine ounces, values at j 
3234,790. The output of copper In | 
1918 was 2,451,016 pounds valued at | 
3605,401; In 1919 it was 2,638,714 
pounds, valued at 3501,355, an in¬ 
crease in quantity of 187,698 pounds 
and a decrease in value of 9104,046. i 
The output of lead in 1918 wits 10,- ! 
601 pounds, valued at 3762; the out¬ 
put in 1919 was 2,000 pounds, valued 
at 3114, a decrease of 8,601 pounds 
and 9639. 

For Premier Mine. 

A considerable quantity of machin¬ 
ery has been ordered for the Premier, 
mine, at Salmon River. The mine Is 
to be equipped with a compressor and 
a concentrating and cyanide plant. It 
has been found that the ore is 
amendable to treatment by the 
cyanide process, so It is expected that 
when the plant has been erected the 
greater part of the ore will be treated 
at the mine, thus saving expense in 
both treatment and freight

Esquimalt Adopts Policy of 
Getting Permanent Im¬ 
provements With Relief 


First public works for the year were 
authorized by the Esquimalt Council 
last night, on the recommendation of 
Municipal Engineer Bourne. 

These works are part of the Coun¬ 
cil’s policy of starting something of 
permanent value to the enunicipaiity 
to relieve the unemployment. At the 
same tiifrie the work will enable many 
householders to live in a little more 
comfort, it was explained. 

The first piece of work is a surface 
drain on Foster Street, involving a 
cutting through some deep rock and 
at an expenditure of $654. It was 
pointed out that this work would ben¬ 
efit practically all the residents of 
Ward One, by stopping the flooding. 

•They' are sailing canoes in the 
basements of all these houses,” said 
Councillor Pomeroy. 

"They have been chasing around 
for this work to be done for four 
years,” said Councillor Meaher. 

•This drain will take care of the 
drainage from about thirty-six acres,” 
reported Municipal Engineer Bourne. 
"A temporary drain would cost very 
little less and would be bound to be 
unsatisfactory.” 

•This will provide relief work for 
a couple of weeks, at least, said 
Councillor Mesher. 

Constance Sidewalk at Last. 

At a cost of $240. estimated by En¬ 
gineer Bourne, the Council decided 
to construct a three-plank sidewalk 
on the east side of Constance Avenue 
from Esquimalt Road to Astle Street. 
The engineer . recommended that an 
effort be made to have owners of lots 
27 and 28 move back to the line of 
Ceorge Day's fence, “which from 
data available appears to be the cor¬ 
rect line.” 

Say Conditions “Disgraceful." 

Fred Smith, of 810 Colville Road, 
protested that the approach to his 
lot is In such "a disgraceful condition 
that people are complaining of the 
mud and 1 can’t get my car in the 
lot." 

The engineer is to investigate this. 

"At the approach to my garage 
there is a ditch which requires fill¬ 
ing.”

R. H. Nunn, poundkeeper, put in a 
separate appication, asking for a 
straight $25 a month increase. 

“Last year the duties of milk in¬ 
spector were added to my other du¬ 
ties," he explained. “Although 
every other official was grunted an 
Increase I was passed over. My sal¬ 
ary is $10 less than thut of the con¬ 
stable, who is supplied free with 
uniform and boots." 

For the benefit of the Council Mr. 
Nunn set out as follows the list, 
corrected up to last night, of munici¬ 
pal offices he holds in Esquimau. 
They are: poundkeeper, collector of 
trades licenses, dog tax collector, 
road tax collector, sanitary Inspec¬ 
tor. milk inspector, street lighting 
superintendent, besides providing a 
1 continuous patrol of the munici- 
l pallty.

Esquimau is In a healthy condition 
despite all pandemics, according to 
the report to the municipal council 
last night from Dr. Boak, medical 
health officer. 

“There have been no cases of in¬ 
fectious diseases reported during the 
winter of 1919 excepting two cases 
of tuberculosis and two of measles," 
reported Dr. Boak. 

"It has been our aim to get people 
who have cows to keep them clean, 
stable them well and produce clean 
milk. It has been Impossible to 
rigidly enforce the building of con¬ 
crete floored stables, but the stables 
and dairies have been separated, 
both whitewashed and daily cleaned 
out and even where only one cow is 
kept for private use, the owners have 
been asked to clean up, where neces¬ 
sary, so as to keep a healthy cow and 
have pure milk. Thirty-four dairies 
were visited.

Hospital, in the course of am^ddress 
delivered to the Kiwanis Club at the 
regular weekly luncheon held to-day 
at the Dominion Hotel. The doctor 
went fully into the needs and require¬ 
ments of a new hospital, and the best 
way in which to secure it. 

Dr. Poyntz stated that when the 
present hospital was constructed in 
1889 the idea of architecture and san¬ 
itation was entirely different to the 
present day idea. He tpld of the over¬ 
crowding of the children's ward and 
the cramming of three beds into a 
single room In order to accommo¬ 
date the patientB. The hospital lost 
over two dollars a day on every city 
patient, he said. Under fts charter 
the hospital was only allowed to 
charge one dollar a day, whereas it 
requires $3.11 properly to care for a 
patient and there were not suffi¬ 
cient private wards t6 make up the 
deficit. Dr. Poytnz said that the hos¬ 
pital was carrying the city “as a dead 

10M8." 

Work in Overcoats. 

The speaker vigorously attacked 
the heating system and said that 
when he left the hospital this morn¬ 
ing the nurses and stenographers in 
his department were working with 
their overcoats on, which was not 
fair. 

Dr. Poyntz advocated the building 
of a good clinic here and thought it 
would be of inestimable value. He 
admitted that the present staff at the 
hospital could handle double the 
number of cases in a modern institu¬ 
tion. 

A co-ordinate effort was necessar> j 
to secure the new hospital, the speak¬ 
er added. He did not think it reflect¬ 
ed any credit on the city to spend large 
sums of money on building roads when 
it was not able to look after its citi¬ 
zens when they were ill. 

Little Public 8pirit. 

James Forman, treasurer of the 
hospital board, in a few words to 
the club expressed amazement at the 
lack of public spirit towards the 
hospital. He dispelled the belief that 
the hospital was a provincial In¬ 
stitution. It belonged to the city,

NO TREATY COMPROMISE 
IN THE STATES YET 


War has been declared by the 
Forest Branch of the Department of 
Jands on the pine beetle which for 
years has been carrying on its de¬ 
structive work in certain sections of 
the interior of the Province, Hon. T. 
D. Pattuilo. Minister of Lunds, an¬ 
nounced to-day. 

Mr. Ralph Hopping, an entomolog¬ 
ist. who has had wide experience In 
fighting the pine beetle on both sides 
of the international boundary, lias 
been loaned temporarily to the Prov¬ 
ince by the Entomological Branch of 
the De.partment of the Interior at Ot* 
tawa. He is noy on the ground direct¬ 
ing operations for the curtailment of 
the. energies of the beetle, and, it is 
hoped, for its ultimate control. 

The beetle bores Its way through the 
bark of the green pl.ne and works its 
way upward in the sapwood, deposit¬ 
ing eggs ut intervals as it goes. The 
larvae then tunnel laterally for a few 
inches, and remain dormant until 
fully developed, when they bore their 
way out through the bark and attack 
untouched trees. 

Producing two broods each year, 
they multiply rapidly and kill many 
trees in a year, as they have no taste 
for timber that has been already en¬ 
circled by their progenitors. 

In the affected areas salvage work 
in now being carried on by cutting 
down the sound timber and arranging 
for the burning at the proper time of 
the green slash, which^is a favorite 
rendezvous of the beetle.
